Tisha  B’Av  Observance 
Monday,  August  6  at  8  P.M. 

The  Service  marking  Tisha  B’Av  will  take 
place  in  the  Sanctuary  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  on  Monday,  August  6  at  8  P.M. 
Rabbi  Harlan  J.  Wechsler  and  the 
Synagogue  Choir  will  conduct  this  moving 
service  which  commemorates  the  many 
tragic  events  from  the  historical  Jewish 
past. 

The  pathos  and  reflective  mood  of  Tisha 
B’Av  is  clearly  portrayed  in  the  liturgical 
poetry  recited  at  this  time.  These  haunting 
dirges  are  called  kinot.  Their  special  kind  of 
beauty  is  vividly  brought  to  life  through 
musical  settings  by  the  most  distinguished 
synagogue  composers  of  European  Jewry 
—  Sulzer,  Naumbourg,  Lewandowski  and 
-*■*'*  wakowsky.  These  masters  of  liturgy 
liched  deep  into  their  souls  and  came  up 
with  some  of  the  most  heartfelt,  soulstirring 
a  cappella  Jewish  music  of  their  creative 
careers.  It  is  this  most  unusual  somber 
music  which  our  choir  intones  each  year 
during  the  Tisha  B’Av  service. 

Tisha  B’Av  is  observed  by  Jews 
worldwide  and  has  special  significance  in 
the  religious  life  of  the  Jewish  people.  It  is  a 
time  of  remembrance  and  in  this  vein,  the 
Greater  New  York  Conference  on  Soviet 
Jewry  asks  us  to  remember  especially  the 
Soviet  Jews  trapped  in  the  Soviet  Union. 
They  ask  that  we  write  to  President  Reagan 
at  the  White  House,  Washington,  D.C. 
20500,  and  in  our  own  words  ask  his  per¬ 
sonal  intervention  on  behalf  of  Soviet 
Jewry. 

Congregants  and  their  friends  who  are 
home  at  this  time  of  the  summer  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  come  and  participate  in  this  ex¬ 
traordinary  service  when  the  lights  in  the 
Sanctuary  are  dimmed,  candles  burn  and 
the  events  of  the  past  are  recalled  through 
the  reading  of  the  Book  of  Lamentations, 
selections  of  appropriate  poetry  and  the 
singing  of  liturgical  music.

Have  you  ever  rushed  to  the  afternoon 
minyan  —  perhaps  from  Wall  Street, 
perhaps  from  midtown  or  perhaps  from 
eighty-eighth  street  —  to  be  greeted  with  the 
welcome  words:  “You  are  the  tenth 
man!’’?  Fulfillment  and  a  touch  of  ecstasy, 
for  one  person  can  enable  a  whole  Jewish 
community  to  pray. 

Now  you  well  know  that  the  “tenth 
man”  has  given  way  to  the  “tenth  person” 
in  our  parts,  and  that  fact  has  expanded  the 
potential  pool  of  tenths  among  us.  It  has 
further  spread  the  obligation  that  each  per¬ 
son  has  to  be  a  linch-pin  in  the  Jewish  com¬ 
munity’s  public  worship. 

Imagine  how  important  a  community  is: 
though  we  can  pray  alone  we  say  it  is  better 
to  pray  with  others.  Some  prayers,  such  as 
the  kaddish,  can  only  properly  be  said  with 
the  requisite  quorum  of  Jews.  This  is  not  a 
private  religion.  It  is  a  communal  religion 
first  of  all.  And  that  is  what  happens  in  a 
minyan:  a  community  forms,  people  come 
to  recognize  faces  and  eventually  to  greet 
friends,  all  in  the  service  of  God.  Mourners 
are  comforted.  Voices  of  prayer  make  cer¬ 
tain  that  the  synagogue  is  never  quiet.  For 
there  is  a  minyan  every  single  day. 

There  must  be. 

I  tell  you  this  to  urge  your  strong  support 
for  our  daily  5:45  p.m.  minyan,  and  for  the 
Thursday  morning  minyan  at  7:30  a.m.  as 
well.  Especially  in  the  afternoons,  there  are 
too  often  tense  moments  waiting  for  that 
elusive  tenth  person.  Will  he,  will  she 
come? 

Our  minyanim  continue  throughout  the 
summertime,  never  to  miss  a  day.  But  will 
you  come?  Will  you  serve  on  Jewry  duty  so 
that  our  daily  minyan  will  be  strong? 

Be  number  three,  number  four,  especially 
number  ten  and  you  will  have  no  doubt  at 
all  that  on  the  day  you  came  to  the  minyan 
you  did  something  that  counted.  Help  make 
the  minyan.  Count  yourself  in!

Report  On  Passover  Fund 

Members  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
who  have  contributed  to  our  Passover  Fund 
will  be  interested  to  know  how  important 
their  help  has  been. 

The  largest  allocation  from  our  Passover 
Fund  goes  to  the  Joint  Passover  Associa¬ 
tion.  This  year  the  Association  was  called 
upon  to  give  more  assistance  to  more  peo¬ 
ple  than  ever  before  in  its  history.  It 
distributed  $303,966  to  8900  families  and 
21,000  individuals.  The  number  of  people 
helped  this  year  was  30%  greater  than  last 
year. 

The  amount  of  assistance  to  each  in¬ 
dividual  or  family  ranged  from  $30  to  $81, 
depending  on  need.  Of  the  families  inter¬ 
viewed,  over  one  thousand  were  referred  to 
agencies  of  the  Federation  of  Jewish 
Philanthropies  for  long  term  help.  Some 
9400  people  were  interviewed  personally  by 
social  workers,  interpreters  and  volunteers 
who  served  at  each  of  the  stations  of  the 
Joint  Passover  Association  in  the  five 
boroughs. 

A  crisis  developed  before  Passover  when 
the  funds  of  the  Association  were  ex¬ 
hausted,  but  Federation,  the  major  con¬ 
tributor,  was  able  to  add  the  necessary 
emergency  funds. 


Fund  In  Memory  Of 
Rabbi  Morris  N.  Kertzer 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  saddened  by 
the  recent  death  of  Rabbi  Morris  N.  Kert¬ 
zer,  who  served  as  associate  Rabbi  of  the 
congregation  during  the  late  1940s. 

During  the  last  years  of  his  life,  Rabbi 
Kertzner  taught  at  Arizona  State  Universi¬ 
ty.  After  his  death  a  fund  was  established  to 
support  annual  research  scholarships  for 
students  in  the  Jewish  Studies  Program  at 
Arizona  State  University.  Rabbi  Kertzer’s 
family  and  friends  will  assist  ASU  faculty 
advisors  in  the  selection  of  recipients.

600  people  attended  these  monthly  dinners 
and  they  were  such  a  smashing  success  that 
they  will  be  continued  next  year,  under  the 
direction  of  Nancy  Treiger  and  Miriam 
Wallerstein. 

The  parties  at  Hanukkah  and  Purim  were 
attended  by  approximately  500  people.  We 
had  two  Liturgical  Services  of  special  merit, 
performed  by  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz, 
with  the  Synagogue  Concert  Choir  under 
the  direction  of  Abraham  Kaplan,  and  Neil 
Robinson  at  the  organ. 

Our  Daily  Minyan  at  5:45  P.M.  con¬ 
tinued  under  the  able  leadership  of  Philip 
Swartz.  Our  Morning  Minyan,  held  on 
Thursday  mornings  under  the  leadership  of 
Jeffrey  A.  Lowin,  has  continued  to  to  meet 
at  7:30  A.M.  and  attendance  has  been 
good.  But,  while  the  minyan  continues  to 
meet  year-round,  there  have  been  many 
days  where  it  has  been  a  struggle  to  get  a  mi¬ 
nyan  at  5:45  P.M.  It  is  vital  that  we  have  a 
daily  minyan  and  I  invite  and  encourage 
you  to  attend  as  often  as  you  possibly  can. 

The  Shabbaton  was  held  in  January, 
under  the  co-chairmanship  of  Alan  Levine 
and  Ruth  Ritterband.  Lucy  Dawidowicz,  a 
renowned  scholar  and  historian,  delivered 
the  Dorothy  Tager  Lectures.  We  had  more 
than  200  people  in  attendance  both  on  Fri¬ 
day  evening  and  for  lunch  on  Saturday. 

A  Medieval  Feast  and  Festival  was  held  in 
March,  chaired  by  Phyllis  Siegel  and  Bar¬ 
bara  Sassoon.  Professor  Madeleine 
Cosman  orchestrated  the  event  and 
Abraham  I.  Sherr  was  King  of  the  High 
Table.  A  wonderful  time  was  had  by  all. 
Our  annual  Journal,  under  the  direction  of 
Anita  Gluck,  was  published  in  conjunction 
with  the  Festival  and,  as  usual,  Anita  and 
her  committee  made  sure  that  the  Journal 
was  a  financial  success. 

The  Arms  of  the  Synagogue  had  an 
outstanding  year  of  programs  and  events. 
Some  highlights  are: 

The  Sisterhood,  under  the  leadership  of 


Hanna  Lyttle,  have  operated  our  Gift 
Shop,  beautifully  prepared  the  weekly  con¬ 
gregational  kiddushim  after  services,  hosted 
a  debate  between  a  representative  of  the 
Peace  Now  movement  and  a  representative 
of  the  Likud  party,  as  well  as  a  series  of 
programs  with  noted  speakers  such  as 
Judge  Renee  Roth.  In  addition,  the  finan¬ 
cial  support  that  they  have  rendered  to  the 
Synagogue  has  been  invaluable. 

The  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Club,  led  by  Miriam 
Brown,  had  extremely  interesting  speakers 
during  the  year.  They  also  rendered  signifi¬ 
cant  financial  support  to  the  Synagogue 
and  refurnished  the  Brides’  Room,  in 
memory  of  Edna  Altman. 

The  Women’s  Evening  Group,  led  by 
Lite  Sabin  and  Ruth  Rothseid,  had  ex¬ 
tremely  interesting  programs  with  speakers 
such  as  Professor  Louise  Rose  and  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Hunter  College  Donna  Shalala,  and 
a  very  successful  —  and  financially  rewar¬ 
ding  for  the  Synagogue  —  gala  Auction  and 
Supper. 

The  Parents  Association,  led  by  Barbara 
Sassoon,  sponsored  meals  in  the  Sukkah,  a 
book  fair,  a  Passover  wine  and  candy  sale, 
and  added  tangible  enrichments  to  our 
school  program.  / 

The  Men’s  Club,  led  by  Herb  FrommV 
sponsored  community  interest  programs, 
such  as  Hanukkah  and  Passover  parties  for 
the  elderly  members  of  Project  Ezra,  as  well 
as  interesting  meetings  with  good  speakers, 
such  as  Congressman  Bill  Green.

Other  Business:  We  completed  the 
renovation  of  the  Lemberg  Auditorium  and 
Hall  of  Worship  which,  as  you  can  see, 
turned  out  beautifully,  with  the  help  of  Ben 
Beckman  of  Ben  Beckman  Associates.  This 
renovation  has  helped  enormously  in  in¬ 
creasing  the  number  of  weddings  held  in  the 
Synagogue.  We  had  35  weddings  in  the 
Synagogue  this  year,  of  which  26  were 
catered  affairs. 

We  installed  additional  Gottlieb  stained 
glass  windows  in  the  Appleman  Chapel  and 
also  improved  the  lighting  in  the  Chapel. 

We  began  the  computerization  of  the 
Synagogue  Business  Office. 

The  Roof  Garden  was  completed  thanR 
to  the  generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gerald 
Silbert  and  the  furnishing  of  the  Putterman 
Music  Library  was  completed,  thanks  to  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jack  Butler. 

Also,  through  the  generosity  of  a  number 
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of  congregants,  a  Parish  House  Fund  was 
begun  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the 
housing  costs  of  our  religious  leaders  and 
our  retired  religious  leaders.  We  hope  to  see 
the  Fund  grow  significantly  and  thus  enable 
us  to  alleviate  the  concerns  of  our  religious 
leaders  in  this  regard. 

Thanks  to  Nancy  Treiger  and  Miriam 
Wallerstein,  our  College  Liaison  Commit¬ 
tee  was  active  in  keeping  in  touch  with  our 
college  students.

Our  Holocaust  Torah 
Came  From  Prague  Museum 

The  present  exhibit  at  the  Jewish 
Museum,  “The  Precious  Legacy”,  reminds 
us,  as  members  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue, 
to  look  more  closely  at  the  Torah  which  is 
affixed  in  its  lucite  case  to  the  wall  of  our 
Sanctuary.  For  it  comes  from  the  very  same 
Prague  Museum  from  which  the  items  in 
the  exhibit  come. 

Judy  and  Howard  Kieval  presented  this 
Holocaust  Torah  to  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  in  1977,  in  honor  of  their 
mother,  Beatrice  Klenert.  The  Torah  came 
originally  from  the  town  of  Horazodvice  in 
Czechoslovakia  and  was  written  toward  the 
end  of  the  18th  century.  Together  with 
other  scrolls  of  the  Torah  it  was  ransomed 
from  the  Czechoslovak  government  by 
members  of  the  Westminster  Synagogue  of 
London.  It  serves  as  a  permanent  memorial 
in  our  Synagogue  to  the  six  million  Jews,  in¬ 
cluding  more  than  one  million  children, 
killed  by  the  Nazis  and  their  associates. 

The  Torah  remains  open  at  a  very  signifi¬ 
cant  verse:  Deuteronomy  25:17.  The  verse 
reads,  “Remember  what  Amalek  did  unto 
you”.  The  silver  yad  was  fashioned  by  Lud¬ 
wig  Wolpert. 

When  next  in  the  Sanctuary  take  a  special 
look  at  the  Torah.  And  remember.

This  year  the  summer  travel  plans  of  the 
High  School  program  will  begin  in  Moscow 
and  end  in  Jerusalem. 

On  July  fourth,  23  students  and  staff  of 
the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  High  School 
will  depart  New  York’s  Kennedy  Airport 
for  Moscow,  beginning  a  four  week  odyssey 
in  the  Soviet  Union.  While  in  the  Soviet 
Union  the  group  will  visit  Moscow,  Len¬ 
ingrad,  Kiev,  Baku,  Tbilisi,  Sochi,  Odessa 
and  Lvov.

While  in 
Israel,  they  will  meet  with  Soviet  Jews  who 
have  emigrated  to  Israel,  Israeli  government 
officials  coping  with  the  issues  of  integra¬ 
tion  and  assimilation  and  visit  absorption 
centers  and  housing  projects. 

Upon  their  return,  they  will  share  their 
experiences  with  the  congregation.  The  trip 
is  being  led  by  Peter  Geffen,  Principal  of 
the  High  School.

When  I  started  in  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  Elementary  School  I  was  taught 
the  fundamentals  of  Judaism:  Hebrew, 
Torah  and  a  little  history. 

I  was  so  intrigued  by  what  I  had  learned 
in  my  first  years  here  that,  when  most  of  my 
friends  dropped  out  after  their  Bar  and  Bat 
Mitzvahs,  I  decided  I  would  remain  and  go 
on  to  the  High  School. 

In  hindsight  I  realize  what  a  good  deci¬ 
sion  I  made  to  further  my  Jewish  educa¬ 
tion,  for  in  the  past  five  years  I  have  learned 
so  much,  not  only  of  Judaism  but  also  of 
what  it  means  to  be  a  Jew. 

Through  courses  like  “Bible  on  Trial” 
and  “Greet  the  Greats”,  we  learned  about 
both  sides  of  important  Biblical  issues  and 
were  given  the  point  of  view  of  the  main 
characters  of  the  Bible  and  of  Jewish 
\story.  These  courses  taught  us  to  think 
— «mout  what  we  were  taught  and  not  to  only 
accept  what  we  were  told.  This  allowed  us 
to  make  decisions  on  an  issue  and  decide 
for  ourselves  what  was  wrong  or  right. 

Through  programs,  other  than  the 
courses  we  took,  we  were  able  to  learn 
about  being  Jews.  One  of  these  programs 
was  “Project  Ezra”,  an  organization  which 
responds  to  the  needs  of  the  elderly  Jewish 
poor  living  on  the  Lower  East  Side.  We,  at 
the  High  School,  have  had  a  close  affilia¬ 
tion  with  this  organization  over  the  years. 
Through  Project  Ezra  we  have  learned 
about  the  not  so  pleasant  aspects  of  life: 
growing  old  and  loneliness.  Many  of  the 
High  School  students,  participate  each  year 
in  projects  which  help  many  of  the  elderly, 
who  are  literally  shut-ins,  locked  away  in 
their  apartments  from  the  rest  of  the  world. 
We  delivered  care  packages  of  food  and 
necessities.  We  went  to  their  synagogues 
and  cleaned  them  so  that  when  services 
were  held  on  the  High  Holidays  they  were 
held  in  a  clean  synagogue,  rather  than  a 
musty,  dust  covered  synagogue. 

Through  actions  such  as  these  we  were 
given  a  sense  of  community  and  this  sense 
of  community  was  greatly  strengthened  by 
the  High  School’s  annual  summer  trips  to 
srael  and  the  rest  of  the  world.  I  was  for- 
unate  enough  to  participate  in  the  Summer 
of  ’82  trip  to  Europe  and  Israel  where  we 
were  able  to  compare  the  customs  and 
rituals  of  other  Jewish  communities. 

We  attended  services  in  London,  Nice, 
Rome  and  Jerusalem.  We  also  held  our  own 
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services  in  a  park  in  Paris  as  well  as  on  a 
boat  deck  between  Greece  and  Israel. 

In  our  own  way  we  personalized  our  own 
services.  On  several  weekends  throughout 
the  school  year,  all  levels  of  the  High 
School  were  invited  on  Retreats.  On  these 
Retreats  we  held  services  in  which  we  decid¬ 
ed  what  will  be  done  and  when.  In  making 
Judaism  this  personal  we  found  it  to  be  a 
larger  part  of  ourselves,  a  part  of  ourselves 
that  will  never  fade  or  die.

It  wasn’t  until  8th  Grade  that  being  a  Jew 
had  much  meaning  for  me.  I  had  always  en¬ 
joyed  the  family  gatherings  at  Hanukkah 
and  Passover  and  the  stories  were  fun,  but 
it  wasn’t  until  I  began  to  question  all  of  the 
traditions  and  practices  that  I  began  to 
understand  what  “being  Jewish”  means. 

I  began  to  take  courses  at  the  High 
School  that  made  me  question  some  of  the 
stories  I  knew  like  the  back  of  my  hand.  I 
started  reading  Bible  stories  whose  ex- 
istance  I  hardly  had  been  aware  of  before. 
Discussing  these  stories  with  other  people  in 
the  same  position  as  myself,  I  realized  that 
we  have  a  very  strong  bond  that  has  been  in 
existance  for  centuries.  A  sense  of  com¬ 
munity  began  to  develop  and  has  grown 
stronger  within  me. 

When  I  was  younger,  Services  never 
made  sense  to  me.  I  felt  that  I  was  in  a 
beautifully  decorated  room  stumbling  along 
to  read  a  language  I  did  not  know;  par¬ 
ticipating  in  Services  was  a  chore  that  I 
neither  liked  nor  understood. 

I  remember  sitting  in  on  my  first  Rosh 
Hashanah  service  at  the  High  School.  The 
older  students  were  discussing  the  story  of 
Jonah  and  the  Whale.  The  analogies  being 
made  were  quite  different  from  anything 
I’d  heard  before,  least  of  all  in  a  service.  On 
Retreats  and  during  the  summer  travel  pro¬ 
gram,  we  created  our  own  services,  making 
the  experience  a  more  personal  one. 
Although  I  still  don’t  understand  the 
Hebrew,  the  feelings  of  closeness  and  the 
connection  with  history  that  I  get  when  I  go 
to  services  makes  it  more  meaningful. 

When  I  joined  the  High  School,  I  wanted 
to  take  a  more  active  role  in  the  communi¬ 
ty.  I  looked  forward  to  meeting  with  the 
Jewish  elderly.  At  first  I  only  spent  time 
with  them  on  the  occasions  that  the  High 
School  met  with  the  members  of  Project 
Ezra  (to  which  Marc  referred  earlier). 

Last  year  I  decided  to  increase  my  in¬ 
volvement  with  Ezra.  I  began  weekly  visits 
to  an  84  year  old  woman  named  Rose  at  her 
home  on  Madison  Street  on  the  Lower  East 
Side.  As  the  year  progressed  we  became 


friends.  She  told  me  about  her  life  and  I  ex¬ 
plained  what  it  was  like  to  grow  up  in  the 
1980s.  Among  other  topics,  we  discussed 
our  feelings  about  Judaism.  Although  the 
extent  of  our  beliefs  and  the  extent  to  which 
we  each  follow  traditions  differ,  we  both 
belong  to  the  same  community.  My  friend¬ 
ship  with  Rose  enhanced  my  interest  in  this 
community  and  stressed  the  importance  of 
keeping  it  alive. 

There  are  still  many  questions  that  have 
gone  unanswered  in  my  mind.  I  don’t  know 
if  there  are  any  “real  answers”,  but  I  know 
that  within  this  community  there  will 
always  be  people  with  whom  I  can  share  my 
ideas.

So  many  things  in  my  early  life  were 
chosen  for  me;  where  I  attended  high 
school,  went  to  summer  camp,  whether  or 
not  I  could  have  a  dog,  — even  where  I  liv¬ 
ed.  As  I  grew  older,  I  was  gradually  given 
the  opportunity  to  make  decisions  which 
would  later  shape  my  life. 

I  hate  to  make  decisions,  but  I  took  great 
pride  in  that  fact  that  I  was  now  acting  on 
my  own  volition.  That  is  what  has  made  my 
education  here  at  the  high  school  so  special; 
the  fact  that  I  was  here  because  it  was  where 
I  wanted  to  be  and  I  think  everybody  here 
shared  in  that  feeling.  So,  — we  may  not 
have  always  attended  class  and  instead 
watched  TV  or  ate  Baskin  Robbins  ice 
cream  in  the  Lounge,  but  at  least  when  we 
did  attend  class  it  was  because  we  truly 
wanted  to. 

No  one  ever  told  me  that  I  must  become  a 
member  of  the  high  school.  In  fact,  I  think 
my  parents  were  surprised,  pleasantly  sur¬ 
prised,  when  I  told  them  of  my  intention. 
They  too  learned  — vicariously,  through 
me —  by  hearing  which  character  from 
Jewish  history  Jon  had  dressed  up  as  that 
day,  or  what  society-plaguing-issue  Misha 
had  somehow  made  us  come  to  terms  with. 

As  I  leave  the  high  school  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  and  enter  into  the  real  world,  I 
realize  the  value  that  my  hated  decision 
making  will  play  in  my  life.  I  am  now  able 
to  choose  where  I  spend  my  summers,  at¬ 
tend  college  and  if  I  want  a  dog,  well.  .  . 
I’ll  go  out  and  get  one.  The  same  rings  true 
for  my  life  as  a  Jew.  I  know  that  these  are 
the  traditions  I  will  always  value  and  con¬ 
tinue  to  value  throughout  my  life.  For  1 
have  never  participated  in  them  out  of  be¬ 
ing  forced  to,  but  rather  out  of  my  love  for 
Judaism  and  the  customs  which  it  em¬ 
bodies.
